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MINISTRY OF FOOD AND AGRICULTURE 

ORDER 

New Delhi, the lftth October, 1951 

S.R.O. 1594.— In exercise o' 1 ' the powers conferred by section 3 of the Essentia! 
Supplies (Temporary Powers) Act, 1946 (Act No. XXIV of 1946), the Central Govern* 
ment hereby makes the following order, namely:— 

1. Short title, extent, commencement and duration.— (1) This Order may he called 

the Cattle Fodder (Movement Control) Order, 1051. 

(il) It extends to the States of Punjab, Rajasthan, Madhya Bharat, Madhya 
Pradesh, Ajmer, Saurashtra, Kuteh, Bhopal, Delhi, Patiala and East Punjab States 
Union, the districts of Ahmedabad, Kaira, Broach, Panehmahals, Surat. Baroda, 
Amreli, Mehsana, Sabarkantha and Banaskantha of Bombay, Jhansi District of Uttar 
Pradesh, and the Bellary District of Madra-s. 

(iii) It shall come into force at once and shall romain in force for a period of six 
months from tile date of its publication in the official Gazette. 

2. Definitions. — In this order, unless the context otherwise requires: — 

(a) “Controlled Area” means any of the areas specified in sub-clause (ii) of 

Clause 1. 

(b) “Cattle Fodder”' means any of the varieties of fodder specified in the 

Schedule annexed to this Order. 

(c) “Export” means to take out of a controlled area by land, air or water to 

any other area whether a controlled area or not. 

3. Prohibition against export of Cattle Fodder. — No person shall export or 
attempt to export any cattle-fodder from a controlled area except under and in 
accordance with the conditions of a permit Issued by the Central Government or any 
officer authorised by It, in this behalf. 

Explanation .— Any person who transports within a controlled area any cattle 
fodder which Is despatched from a place outside that controlled area to another 
place outside such area and which is in course of transit through the controlled area 
shall be deemed to have contravened the provisions of this clause, 

5. Penalty. — A court trying any contravention of this Order may, without pre- 
judice to any other sentence which it may pass, direct that any cattle fodder in 
respect of which it Is satisfied that such contravention has occurred, shall be 
forfeited to the Government. 

6. Saving. — Nothing in this Order shall apply to any export or removal of cattle 
fodder by or on behalf of Government or under and In accordance with a Military 
Credit Note.
